Philadelphia, July 20.—(7)—An 
“alarming” falling off in church mem- 
bership in Protestant communions at 
the rate of 500,000 a year is noted in 
the report of the continuation com- 
mittee to the inter-church conference 
made public here today by the offices 
of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States of America. 
, ference was held here April 19 last. 

The report of Dr. 
| Plainfield, N. J., the committee secre- 


tary, has been issued in anticipation 


of a movement in which all the church 
es affected hy the losses are expect. 
ed to join in an effort to relieve the 
situation. 

“In 13 ecommunions with a grand 
total of 15,160,170 members,” the re- 
port summarizes, “the losses agegre- 
gate 268,065. As the total of evan- 
gelical membershin is upward of 29.- 
000j;000. The total rvearly loss, if other 
communions in addition to the 13 were 
included, would approximate ahout 
half a million.” 

Rasic Causes of Losses. 

The lowered moral tone “and its 
benumbing influence upon the spiritual 
life of Christianity’’ that resulted from 
the world war, the practice of church- 
es in “pruning” their memberships, 
the “negligence” of clergymen in fail- 
ing to restore members who stray from 
the flock and the frequent migrations 
of families from OMe community to an- 
other are found the basic causes of 
the membership losses. 

The remedy urged is “give each and 
all something to do personally in and 
for the church. Make every church 
a busy church, not a cold, lazy, life- 
less body.” 

Lose 30,000 Vearly. 

The Rev. Frederick L. Fagley, see- 
retary of the commission of evangel- 
ism, is quoted in the report as author- 
ity for the estimate that the congre- 
gational churches lose an average of 
30,000 members yearly.

cept Great Britain’s proposals at the 
Geneva disarmament conference be- 
cause they would result in much larg- 
er navies than nations now have, 
while the purpose in calling the con- 
ference was to afford reductions. 

That was made clear in an offi- 
cial pronouncement in behalf of Mr. 
Coolidge from the summer white 
house today. 

It was the first comment he had 
made upon the difficulties encounter- 
ed by representatives of major sea 
powers at Geneva and carried an im- 
plied warning that while a compro- 
mise may yet be afforded, it cannot 
be upon the basis of the British pro- 
posal, 

Mr. Coolidge takes the attitude that 
the British suggestion would call for 
building & much larger navy than this 
government thinks necessary. Great 
Britain wants a 600.000 to 750,000- 
ton limitation on cruisers while the 
United States is holding out for 300,- 
000 tons, although it has been report-. 
ed that a 400,000-ton limitation would 
be acceptable as a compromise. 

Whether the compromise will be 
effected the president does not know. 
He considers the cruiser proposition 
the main obstacle, and considers ques- 
tions of individual ship tonnage and 
caliber of guns to be only lateral is- 
sues. 

This government called the confer- 
ence to place a limitation upon arma- 
ments, it was said. It wanted to help 
interested countries to reduce their 
sea expenditures. 

But what the president considers 


|more important, it desired to promote 


the spirit of peace, good-will and 
‘friendship among nations. It wanted 
to stop any race for sea supremacy 
and thereby remove taxation burdens 
and reap economic benefits for people 
of other countries, as well as those of 
the United States.

“Recently published financial re- 
ports were cited by the commission,” 
an official announcement said. “to 
show that the DuPont company has 
a large investment in the stock of the 
General Motors corporation and the 
Steel corporation, and that it expects 
to have a number of directors repre- 
senting its interests elected to the 
board of the Steel corporation and in 
other ways to develop a close cor- 
porate connection between the three 
companies. 


“Public's Business.” 


“Establishment of a community in- 
terest among these three corporations, 
reputed to be among the largest in 
the nation, is held by the commission 
to be a mat.er of public concern, In 
authorizing the inquiry the commis- 
sion calls attention to the act creating 
the federal trade commission and giv- 
ing it the power and authority to in- 
quire into the organization, business, 
conduct, practices and management of 
corporations,” 

The commission directed its chief 
economist, Dr. Francis Walker, to 
make the investigation and report the 
facts to it. If the commission finds 
ground for action it can proceed in 
one of the two ways. It can call the 
officials of the corporation before it 
for hearing and direct that they cease 
and desist from objectionable prac- 
tices, or that proving futile the mat- 
ter can be turned over to the depart- 
ment of justice for prosecution under 
the anti-trust Jaws. The federal trade 
commission has no mandatory power.

Flimsiest Negligee To Die

New York, July 29.—Helen Oat- 
man, Spence school graduate and Phil- 
adelphia debutante, put a lace pillow 
in the oven of the gas stove in her 
apartment here today.

Atlanta retail trade for June show- 
ed an increase of 9.4 per cent as com- 
pared with the corresponding month in, 
1926, but general sales, both retail 
and wholesale throughout the sixth 
federal reserve district were below the 


1926 figure, according ‘to the monthly 
review of business conditions given 
out Friday by the Federal Reserve 
bank of Atlanta. 

June showed a decrease of 1.5 per 
cent in the general average for retail 
sales from the figure in June, 1926, 
while the six months’ period from 
January 1 to June 30 shews an aver- 
age of 1.4 per cent less than the cor- 
responding period in 1926. 

Atlanta wholesale grocery, dry 
goods and furniture firms showed an 
increase in business for Juve, while 
a decrease was shown in wholesale 
hardware. Furniture and drugs show- 
ei] an average increase throughout the 
district. 

The following is the summary of 
conditions as carried in the review: 

“Arricultural prospects in the sixth 
district, as indicated in the July 
crop report issued by the United 
States department of agriculture, were 
for small increases in the production 
of potatoes and tame hay, compared 
with last yeas, but for smaller crops 
of corn, wheat, oats and tobacco. The 
acreage planted to cotton in the six 
states for this district is 12.2 per cent 
less than last vear. 

“Distribution of merchandise at re- 
tail and wholesale continues in small- 
‘er volume than at the corresponding 
time last year. Sales in June by 
reporting department stores were 1.5 
per cent smaller for the district than 
in June, 1926, and six of the eight 
reporting lines of wholesale 
showed decreases in sales compared 
with May and with June last year. 
Savings deposits at the end of June 
were 5.9 per cent greater than a year 
ago, and debits to individual accounts 
at 24 reporting cities of the district 
were only 2.1 per cent smaller than 
in June, 1926. The demand for credit 
at member banks in selected cities of 
the district; avhich render weekly re- 
ports, is somewhat smaller than a 
month or a year ago. Discounts by 
the federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
for its member banks were higher on 
July 15 than at the middle of June, 
but lower than at th®@ same time last 
year.
